True, 
this inspectio n was superficial, and 
the o nly o bject to attract interest 
was a new. cheap camera, clear­ 
ance o f which inv o lv ed a surprising 
amo unt o f red tape and definite as­ 
surance that it was no t to be so ld o r 
g iv en away in the co untry . 
On the co ntinent no questio ns were 
asked and no bag g ag e was ex amined. 
Passpo rts and do cuments relating to 
the car were checked. Germany re­ 
quires a declaratio n o f fo reig n rnbney 
upo n entrance, and this must be pro ­ 
duced o n leav ing the co untry . Ev en 
this reg ulatio n applies o nly to fo reig n 
currencies and

tariff duties are impo sed at th#V « 
fro ntiers. 
The U. S. custo ms law co uld well 
be made mo re lenient with respect to 
to urists and their perso nal acquisi­ 
tio ns in fo reig n parts. Fo r the av erag e 
perso n, the co st o f the trip bulks so 
larg e as to make such purchases as 
he may make ex tremely co stly , with­ 
o ut co nsidering the impo rt duty o n 
the v aluatio n in ex cess o f $100. 
There is no dang er that fo reig n 
g o o ds acquired at such a co st can 
ev er co mpete with do mestic pro duc­ 
tio n. The fo reig n custo ms o fficial 
g reets y o u with “ Gutes Reisung ’’ o r 
so me o ther equiv alent o f “ Happy 
Mo to ring ," and as y o u leav e he ex ­ 
presses the ho pe that y o u hav e en­ 
jo y ed y o ur v isit. What a g reat wo rld 
it wo uld be if the United States cus­ 
to ms o fficers were to meet the return­ 
ing to urist with “ and did y o u h*v t 
a pleasant trip abro ad? "
